Sir Charles Tupper, High Commission- 
er at London, has the foiiowing Lo say On

“The question of the horse supply ot 
this country is again being much discus- 
sed. ‘Ihe cost of horses is very high and 

od prices ean always be obtaiued for 
well bred useful animals, I aw rather 
surprised that the matter bas not attrac- 
ted more attention in Canada than it has 
done. The supply of horses for military 

urposes is notoriously deficient, and It 
is stated on exceptionable good auth- 
ority that of the slender cavalry force of 
this country, which numbers about 18,- 
300 men, only two thirds are horeed ; the 
other third being utterly useless for want 
of norses. Many European countries 
are in the babit of sending to Great Brit- 
ain to buy animals for cavalry purposes, 
and they pay higher prices as a rule than 
the British War Office is prepared to give. 
lt will be seen, therefore, that if suitable 
animals were raised by Canadian farmers 
and breeders and sent to this country, 
there would be not oniy the chance of 
the home market, but of their being 
bought up for the centinent, 10 is un- 
necessary to go into any further details, 
because in previous reports the require- 
mente of the War office haye been stated 
and the prices offered for such animals 
given. I think it would be an excellent 
thing if your department could arrange 
to aye widely the position of the 
market here with regard to horses, and 
also with regard to some of the other 
items of agricuftural produce in which 
the trade betwe@n Canada and country 
eould be extend
